I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  twenty-first  Annual  Report- 
sine#  the  inception  of  the  scheme  of  Divisional  Health  Administra¬ 
tion  e 


Under  the  Divisional  Health  Scheme  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  is  also  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the  West  Riding 
Comfy  Council fls  local  health  services,  and  with  the  amalgamation 
of  the  former  Todm^rden  and  Brighous®  divisions,  h©  now  has  simi¬ 
lar  functions  and  responsibilities  in  respect  of  the  other  seven 
districts  in  :tfae  enlarged  division,  which  includes  all  the  County 
area  served  by  the  Halifax  Hospitals 0 

The  birth  rate  in  1967  was  14*7  per  thousand  which  is  slightly 
lower  than  in  the  previous  year0  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  21 
per  thousand  live'  births  0  The  death  raft  at  15*7  was  rather  higher 
than  the  birth  rate  and  the  causes  of  death  were  predominantly  those 
associated  with  old  age,  the  commonest  being  heart  disease  (147), 
Cancer  (44),  and  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  (21) 0 

The  most  prevalent  infectious  disease  during  the  year  was 
Measles  of  which  79  eases  were  notified 0  This  was  considerably 
fewer  than  in  the  previous  year,  a a  was  expected,  as  measles  epi¬ 
demics  tend  to  appear  in  alternate  years „  A  small  number  ©f  chil¬ 
dren  in  this  division  have  now  been  vaccinated  against  measles,  but 
it  is  to  b©  hoped  that  the  vaccine  will  become  mor©  generally  avail¬ 
able  before  the  onset  ©f  the  next  epidemic „  A  mild  form  of  dysen¬ 
tery  is  still  present  -in  the  community;  17  cases  were  notified  this 
year  and  there  Wert  no  series  outbreaks 0  Tuberculosis  continues  to 
decline  and  only  3  sew  cases  wer®  notified  during  the  ysarc  The 
number  of  eases  on  the  register  is  sow  falling  rapidly  and  only  54 
persons  remain  under  observation; 

Milk  sampling  has  mw  been  intensified,  both  by  the  Council0® 
Public  Health  Department  and  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council®  Of 
208  samples  taken  on  behalf  of  the  Health  Department,  10  were  in¬ 
fected  with  Brucella  organisms c  The  farmers  concerned  ©©-operated 
in  identifying  and  isolating  infected  animals  and  it  was  not  nec¬ 
essary  to  serve  any  Notices  requiringthe  heat  treatment  of  milko 
Some  of  our  producer  retailers  are  now  submitting  samples  from  new¬ 
ly  acquired  and  newly  calved  ©owe  in  order  to  try  to  prevent  the 
introduction  of  this  disease  to  their  herds  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  official  steps  will  be  taken  to  eliminate  this  disease  in  vhe 
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not  toe  distant  future 8 

The  problem  of  private  water  supplies  continues  to  occupy  much 
of  OK1  attention,  In  the  Borough  there  are  still  1168  houses  draw- 
ing  water  from  233  separate  water  supplies .  A  considerable  number 
of  these  ant  subject  to  pollution  and  many  of  them  also  carry  the 
risk  of  lead  absorption  du®  to  the  acid  nature  of  the  soil,  Owners 
are  notified  when  a  supply  is  found  to  b®  unsatisfactory  and  remed¬ 
ial  action  is  required  should  an  improvement  grant  be  contemplated 0 
The  GauneiX  has*,  -as  yets  no  policy  for  the  replacement  of  any  of 
these  private  supplies  and  this  is  &  service  which  will  ultimately 
have  to  be  provided  exempt  in  the  highest  and  most  isolated  situa¬ 
tions  0 


Th#  sixth  smoke  eontrol  order  was  confirmed  this  year  and  in¬ 
cluded  a  further  588  premises.  The  orders  now  in  operation  affect 
3033  premises  which  constitute  approximately  45#  of  the  Borough, 

The  level  of  smok®  and  ©f  Sulphur5  Dioxide  in  the  atmosphere  has  been 
recorded  at  the  town  centre  sines  196 1  and  the  records  show  a  steady 
improvement  in  the  figures.  The  average  level  of  smoke  has  dropped 
by  more  than  half  and  Sulphur*  Dioxide  by  a  third  already  s  despite 
the  fast  that  not  all  the  town  centre  area  has  yet  been  brought 
under  smoke  control,  < 

The  accommodation  provided  at  the  Abraham  Ormerod  Medical 
Centre  has  been  under  review  this  year.  By  arrangement  with  the 
Halifax  Area  Hospital  Management  Committee s  the  hearing  aid  tech¬ 
nician  now  attends  one#  a  week  for  the  convenient®  of  those  re¬ 
quiring  repairs  ©r  replacement  of  foattsries  and  a  technician  from 
the  Halifax  Pathology  Laboratory  also  attends  one©  a  w#@k  to  collect 
specimens  from  patients  in  the  town.  Both  these  services  have  been 
very  much  appreciated  and  have  avoided  considerable  inconvenience  te 
elderly  people  who  would  otherwise  have  had  to  make  a  tiring  journey 
by  public  transport.  On  the  other  hand*  the  local  authority’s  Ante- 
Natal  Clinic  *,  which  hag  been  declining  for  several  year's  s  was  finally 
discontinued  in  May,  Most  of  the  General  Practitioners  are  now  con¬ 
ducting  their  own  ©linies  in  their  own  premises  with  local  authority 
midwivss  in  attendance.  Discussions  ware  in  progress  with  one  group 
of  General  Practitioners  with  &  view  to  using  the  accommodation  in 
the  Medical  Gan tre  for  their  practice. 

The  chiropody  service  which  was  inaugurated  by  the  Todmordea 
Needy  Sick  Fund*,  continued  as  a  County  Council  service  and  was 
greatly  appreciated.  In  the  course  of  the  year,  54?  patients 
received  2859  treatments  at  the  clinic  or  in  the  chiropodists0 
surgeries $  and  a  further  229  patients  who  could  not  attend s 
received  1117  treatments  at  home. 

In  conclusion*,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen*,  may  I  thank  you  for  your 
kindness 9  patience*,  and  co-operation,  X  also  wish  to  express  my 
deep  appreciation  of  the  consistently  loyal  and  energetic  work  of 
the  staff  of  this  Department,

An  HOSPITALS 

There  is  no  General  Hospital  in  the  Borough  of  Todmorden  0 
Patients  requiring  hospital  treatment  are  referred  as  a  rule  to 
hospitals  under  the  administration  of  the  Halifax  Hospitals  Manage¬ 
ment  Committee  (National  Health  Service),  Included  in  this  group 
are  the  Halifax  General  Hospital,  th©  Royal  Halifax  Infirisary2  St, 
John0®  Hospital  (for  the  aged  and  chronic  sick),  Northowr&m  Hall 
Infections  Diseases  Hospital,  Todmorden  Fielden  Hospital  and  Tod- 
mcrdts  Siajasfield  ¥iew  Hospital  (for  mentally  sub-normal  patients). 

Maternity  feeds  are  available  at  the  Halifax  General  Hospital, 
Priority  in  booking  is  given  to  abnormal  oases ,  mothers  expecting 
their  first  child  and  mothers  with  unsatisfactory  home  ©©Editions, 

Special  Hospitals  (tag.  Mental  Hospitals ,  special  Orthopaedic 
Hospitals s  Tuberculosis  Sanitaria,  etc,)  outside  the  Halifax  area 
are  available  when  required.  They  are  situated  in  various  parts  of 
the  so-called  K Leeds  Hospital  Region1*  which  in  fact  extends  into  all 
three  Ridings, 

B,  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  maintain  an  Ambulance  Depot  at 
Stansfield  Ro&d,  Todmorden,  with  an  establishment  at  th®  end  of 
19b?  of  &  Station  Officer ,  eighteen  full-time  Driver-Attendants, 
and  five  vehicles,  The  area  served  covers  Todmorden  Borough,  part 
©f  Hetoden  Royd  11,0,  area  and  the  Hep  ton  Rural  District, 

G,  LABORATORY  FACILITIES 


These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at 
laboratories  in  Wakefield  and  Bradford,  and  by  the  Regional  Blood 
Transfusion  Service  at  Leeds,  There  are  also  facilities  for  the 
examination  ©f  clinical  specimens,  including  cervical  smears,  at  th# 
Royal  Halifax  Infirmary, 

D,  ISSUE  OF  ANTI-TOXIN  ETC, 

Supplies  of  diphtheria  and  tetanus  anti-toxin  are  available  at 
th®  Northowram  Hospital  and  th©  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary  for  issue 
to  medical  practitioners  requiring  them.  By  arrangement  with  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  supplies  of  tetanus  anti-toxin  are  also 
kept  at  the  Medical  Centre,  Todmorden,  for  use  of  local  medical 
practitioners  in  the  Division,  A  supply  of  reagents  for  diphtheria 
and  whooping  cough  immunisation  is  alsc*  available  free  of  ©barge  to 
private  practitioners  who  have  undertaken  to  participate  in  the 
West  Riding  County  Council °s  scheme  ©f  immunisation .  Poliomyelitis 
vaccine  is  also  issued  in  accordance  with  the  appr©ve44xsrangemtais  „

neotss&ry  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection c 

£„  HOME  HELPS 

During  1967  s  160  ©ages  were  attended  by  Home  Helps  as  compared 
with  162  eases  the  previous  year  and  the  total  number  of  hours 
worked  was  15s077o 

In  accordance  with  the  National  Health  Servlet  Aets  the 
County  Council  provides  domestic  help  for  households  "vhor®  such

remedied  and  the  tanks  cleaned  out  a  satisfactory  sample  was 
obtained* 

Unsatisfactory  plumbo-solvency  samples  were  obtained  from  10 
small  and  1  of  the  larger  supplies  and  high  concentration  of  lead 
are  still  being  enoountereds  in  one  case  from  an  isolated  farm.

In  these  oases  the  mm rs  have  been  requested  to  replace  all  the  lead 
pipe  'with  alkathtn®  or  to  neutralise  the  acidity  of  the  water  fey  th® 
addition  of  limestone  shippings  to  the  supply, 

. Where  an  owner  elects  to  remove  all  lead  pipe  and  to  replace  with 
alkathene  to  give  a  satisfactory  drinking  water  supply s  it  is  aev®r= 
the-less  strongly  recommended  that  step#  fe®  taken  to  neutralize  the 
acidity  ©f  th#  water  in  order  to  mitigate  the  corrosive  actios  of  the 
water  on  other  metals 9  particularly  copper  which  is  used  extensively 
ia  hot  water  system#.

Refuse  Collection  aad  Disposal 


Following  complaints  the  Council  were  asked  to  consider  the 
practise  of  dustbins  after  feeing  carried  out  to  the  street  for 
emptying  being  left  without  lid#  for  some  time  prior  to  the  eoXleci- 
iom  of  house  refuse ,  and  the  introduction  of  the  paper  sack  systea 
for  the  collection  of  household  refuse  in  certain  areas  was  considered 
as  an  alternative,.  The  Council  agreed  to  the  introduction  of  a  pilot 
scheme  for  collection  of  household  refuse  by  this  System  on  part  of 
the  Ashenhurst  estate 9  that  £350  fe#  included  in  the  estimates  for 
1967/68  in  respect  of  the  Scheme  and  that  a  report  fee  submitted 
with  a  view  to  it  being  put  into  operation  as  soon  as  possible  after 
the  1st  April 9  1967*  A  detailed  report  was  submitted  on  the 
estimated  cost  of  introducing  a  pilot  scheme  for  the  sollegtion  of 
household  refuse  from  64  houses  on  the  Ashenhurst  estate s  ©f 
extending  the  Scheme  to  include  the  whole  of  this  estate  and  of 
extending  the  System  to  the  whole  of  the  Borough  by  1979 s  following 
which  the  Council  agreed  to  arrangements  being  made  for  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  a  pilot  scheme  to  cover  %  houses  on  the  estate  using 
fully  guarded  wire  mesh  sack  holders  and  single  ply  paper  sacks 
impregnated  with  bitumen  of  3  cubic  feet  capacity  and  that  consider¬ 
ation  of  the  desirability  of  extending  the  scheme  to  cover  ih®  whole 
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of  ^the  Estate  fe®  deftrred  until  November, 

Letters  were  sent  out  in  June  to  the  householders  in  the  % 
houses  which  had  been  picked  for  the  pilot  scheme  informing  them  of 
the  Council 8s  intention^  giving  them  details  of  th®  type  of  holder 
(which  had  been  obtained  on  a  sale  or  return  basis)  the  sack  which 
was  to  be  issued  and  detailed  instruction  as  to  use. 

The  scheme  was  put  into  operation  in  August  aad  a  report  was 
submitted  in  November  that  it  had  operated  successfully B  whereupon 
instructions  were  given  that  arrangements  be  made  for  the  pilot 
scheme  to  be  extended  to  include  all  the  Council  owned  dwelling® 
on  the  Ashenhufsi  Estate  during  the  next  financial  year  and  that  th# 
schsme  be  further  extended  to  include  all  new  Council  development  as 
it  takes  place  in  the  future 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  a  Dennis  18/25  cubic 
yard  Paxii  III  Continuous  Loading  Refuse  Collection  fehiole  and  a 
Harrier  Bantam  Dual  Tip  Junior  Refuse  Collection  Vehicle  with  Double 
Gab,  Both  vehicles  are  used  full  time  on  the  workj,  providing  a 
weekly  ©olleetion  in  th®  Borough  except  for  certain  outlying  districts 
where  a  fortnightly  collection  is  made, 

Th#  Dennis  7  cubic  yard  Refuse  Vehicle  (Side  Loader)  is  used  as 
a  standby  vehicle c  for  the  collection  of  refuse  from  the  market,,  for 
th#  collection  of  large  items  of  household  refuse  (free  ©f  charge) 
which  cannot  be  collected  during  the  weekly  routine  collection  and 
for  clearing  up  refuse  which  has  been  deposited  at  various  points  ©n 
the  moorlands  etc. 

The  collection  of  night  soil  is  carried  out  by  the  Corporation 
gulley  emptying  machine  which  has  been  adapted  for  the  purpose s  the 
contents  of  the  tank  being  discharged  down  a  manhole  situated  ©n  th# 
sain  sewer  some  distance  from  the  sewage  works. 

All  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  Woodhous®  Tip  by  Controlled 
Tipping'*  and  was  until  the  2nd  September  carried  out  by  the  driver 
©f  a  Fordnon  Major  Diesel  Tractor  fitted  with  "Muledoze?  Blade**  and 
"Cameron  Gardner  Rear  Loader®,  This  vehiel®  which  was  taken  in  part 
exchange  was  replaced  fey  a  new  JeCsB0  3CS  Loading  Shovel  and  this 
was  put  ini©  operation  immediately  after  delivery*  A  Johnson  “Twin 
/&5  Model  3®  Dumper”  with  a  standard  skip  is  used  to  transport  materia, 
for  covering  over  the  deposited  bays  of  refuse. 

The  income  from  the  charges  made  for  tipping  "other  refuse"  on 
the  tip  during  the  year  was  only  £8=15=0  compared  with  £176  for  the 
previous  year.  This  low  figure  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that 
th#  Council  early  in  th#  year  decided  to  abolish  tipping  charge©  to 
local  residents  and  ratepayers  in  order  to  encourage  all  refuse  t© 
be  taken  to  the  "controlled  tip**  at  Woodhouse  instead  of  being 
deposited  in  unauthorised  places. 

In  view  of  the  large  amount  of  hardcore 8  other  building  materials 
and  spoil  which  was  being  deposited  on  the  refuse  tip  and  which  was 
faking  up  valuable  space  which  could  be  used  for  depositing  trade  and 
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household  refuse „  permission  was  gives  for  the  allotment  sit*,  also 
situated  at  Woodhoufe^  to  be  reopened  and  used  for  this  purpose * 

The  weight  of  refuse  collected  during  the  year  was  4S4%  tons 
and  it  is  estimated  that  in  addition  to  household  refuse  some  15? 07? 
tons  of  trade  and  builders  refuse  was  also  deposited  on  the  tip 
at  Woodhouse. 


Salvage  recovery  also  takes  place  at  Woodhoust  and  comprises 
th®  collection;,  and  where  necessary  the  sorting  from  refuse  of 
various  materials  such  as  waste  paper v  scrap  metals s  textiles  ®i©* 

Almost  all  the  waste  paper  is  collected  separately  during  the 
collection  of  household  refuse 9  in  addition  i©  which  there  is  a 
special  collection  from  factories  and  business  premises .
